5 times and 1 tr all in same st. 

TENSION — 22 V 2 tr and 12 rows to 10 cm (approx 4 
Ins) overtr fabric. 

To achieve the desired soft effect, this shawl has been 
designed to be worked on a larger hook at a looser tension 
than usually recommended. 

FIRST — Check your tension. 

SHAWL (beg at centre) . Make 4 ch, join with a si st to form a 
ring. 

1st round — 3 ch, 1 1 tr in ring, si st in 3rd ch at beg ... 12 
sts, counting 3 ch as one st. 

2nd round — 3 ch, 1 tr in same place as si st, 2 tr in each tr 
to end, si st in 3rd ch at beg. 

3rd round — 3 ch, 2 tr in next tr, * I tr in next tr, 2 tr in next 
tr, rep from * to end, si st in 3rd ch at beg. 



4th round — 3 ch, 1 tr in next tr, 2 tr in next tr, * 1 tr in each 
of next 2 tr, 2 tr in next tr, rep from * to end, si st in 3rd ch at 
beg ... 48 sts. 

5th round — 4 ch, * 1 tr in each of next 3 tr, 2 tr in next tr, 
I tr in each of next 2 tr, I ch, rep from * 6 times, 1 tr in each 
of next 3 tr, 2 tr in nexttr, 1 tr in next tr, si st in 3rd of 4 ch. 

6th round — 4 ch, * 1 d tr in next 1 ch sp, 1 ch, I tr in each 
of next 7 tr, 1 ch, rep from * 6 times, I d tr in next 1 ch sp, 
1 ch, 1 tr in each of next 6 tr, si st in 3rd of 4 ch. 

7th round — 4 ch, * ( 1 d tr in next 1 ch sp, 1 ch) twice, I tr 
in each of next 7 tr, 1 ch, rep from * 6 times, ( 1 d tr in next I 
chsp, I ch) twice, 1 tr in each of next 6 tr, si st in 3rd of 4 ch. 

8th round — 4 ch, * ( 1 d tr in next 1 ch sp, 1 ch) 3 times, 1 tr 
in each of next 7 tr, 1 ch, rep from * 6 times, (1 d tr in next I 
ch sp, 1 ch) 3 times, 1 tr in each of next 6 tr, si st in 3rd of 4 
ch. 

9th round — 4 ch, ’‘^ ( I d tr in next 1 ch sp, 1 ch) 4 times, 1 tr 
in each of next 7 tr, I ch, rep from * 6 times, ( 1 d tr in next 1 
ch sp, 1 ch) 4 times, 1 tr in each of next 6 tr, si st in 3rd of 4 
ch. 

Cont in this manner (working part in brackets one more time 
in each round) until there are fifty-one I ch sps in each mesh 
section . 

Next round — 4 ch, (1 tr, 1 ch, 1 tr, 1 ch, 1 tr) in same place 
as si st, * miss 5 sts, "Shell" In next st, rep from * to last 5 sts, 
miss 5 sts, ( 1 tr, I ch) twice in same place as si st, si st in 3rd of 
4ch. 

Next round — SI st into first 1 ch sp, 4 ch, (I tr, 1 ch, I tr, 
1 ch, 1 tr) in same 1 ch sp, * "Shell" in centre 1 ch sp of next 
Shell, rep from * to end, ( 1 tr, I ch) twice in same 1 ch sp as 
si st, si stin 3rd of 4 ch. 

Rep last round 8 times. Fasten off. 

DO NOT PRESS. Roll shawl in a damp towel for several 
hours, then spread out flat, pinning each shell out separately 
with rustless pins and leave until dry.

With Correct Tension, your garments will look like our 
photo. 

Using 3.00 (No 10-11) Hook, make 38 ch loosely. 

1st row — Miss 3 ch, 1 tr in each ch to end ... 36 tr, 
counting turning ch as 1 tr. 

2nd row — (1 dc, 1 ch) in first tr, 1 tr in each tr to end, 1 tr 
in top of turning ch. 

Rep 2nd row 1 8 times. Fasten off. 

Lay your square on a flat surface, place a metric rule across 
the centre of the square and mark 1 0 cm with pins as shown 
in photo. Count the number oftr between the pins. 

You should have 24’/2 tr. 

Less tr means ioose tension — try a size smaller hook. 
More tr means tight tension — try a size larger hook. 
When you have achieved the correct tension, use the 
same hook to crochet your garments (you may unravel your 
tension square and use the yarn in your garments) . 



HOOK - Milward. 

3.00 (No 10-1 1 ) or size needed to give correct tension. 
ACCESSORiES — Milward Knitters Needle to sew seams; 
Lengths of Ribbon for Dress, Coat, Jacket, Bonnet, 
Bootees and Mittens; 3 Maxart Buttons for Dress, 4 for 
Singiet; Length of Round Elastic for Pants. 

ABBREViATiOiNiS - See page 17. "Shell" = (1 tr, 1 ch) 
5 times and 1 tr all in same st; "Picot" = 3 ch, si st back into 
first of these ch. 

TEiSiSiOiSi — 24V2 tr (and 1 3% rows) to 10 cm (approx 4 
ins) over tr fabric. 

Why you shouid crochet a tension square. 

Loose Tension will cause the garments to stretch, drop and 
rub. 

Tight Tension will make the garments too small, with a 
hard fabric that will matt during washing.

Ins ... from shoulder. Fasten off. 

ARMHOLE EDGINGS. With right side facing. Join yarn 
with a si st in 1 ch sp, 1 ch, 1 dc in same 1 ch sp, * miss 2 tr, 
"Shell" in next tr, miss 2 tr, 1 dc in next tr, rep from * to end, 
working lastdc in next 1 ch sp. 

Fasten off. 

MAKE UP. DO NOT PRESS FEATHERSOFT. With a 
Slightly damp cloth and warm iron, press Baby Wool very 
lightly. Using a flat seam. Join centre back seam to yoke. 
With right side facing, work 1 row dc along left side of back 
opening, taking care not to stretch work, work around neck 
edge thus — 1 dc in each of first 2 ch, "Picot", * 1 dc in 
each of next 3 ch, "Picot", rep from * to last ch, 1 dc in last 
ch, cont in dc along right side of back opening, working 
three 2 ch buttonloops evenly spaced along opening. 

Fasten off. 

Thread ribbon through row oftr above skirt, leaving ends to 
tie at front. Sew on buttons. Press Baby Wool seam.

With right side facing,Join yarn with a si st 
in first ch, 1 ch, 1 dc in same place as si st, 1 dc in next ch, * 
miss 2 ch, "Shell" in next ch, miss 2 ch, 1 dc in next ch, rep 
from * to last ch, 1 dc in last ch. 

Fasten off. 

MAKE UP. DO NOT PRESS FEATHERSOFT. With a 
slightly damp cloth and warm iron, press Baby Wool very 
lightly.

4th round — 3 ch, miss si st, 1 tr in each tr to end, si st in 
3rd ch at beg, turn. 

Rep 4th roundtwice. 

Draw loop on hook up to a height of approx 3 cm... I/4 ins 
... to prevent unravelling, then remove hook from loop. 
Shape instep — With right side facing and using reserved 
yarn, miss first 18 (21) tr, join yarn with a si st in next tr, miss 
1 tr, 1 tr in each of next 8 tr, miss 1 tr, si st across next 2 tr, 
turn.

1st round (right side facing) — 3 ch, 1 tr In si st, 1 tr In each 
of next 7 (10) tr, * 2 tr in next tr, 1 tr in each of next 7 (8) tr, 
rep from * to end, si st in 3rd ch at beg ... 36 (42) sts. 

2nd round — 4 ch, (1 tr, 1 ch, 1 tr) In same place as si st, * 
miss 5 tr, "Shell" in next tr, rep from * to last 5 tr, miss 5 tr, 
(1 tr, 1 ch) 3 times In same place as si st, si st in 3rd of 4 ch, 
turn. 

3rd round — SI st into first 1 ch sp, 4 ch, (1 tr, 1 ch, 1 tr) in 
same place as si st, * "Shell" in centre 1 ch sp of next Shell, 
rep from * to end, (1 tr, 1 ch) 3 times in same 1 ch sp as si st, 
si st in 3rd of 4 ch. Fasten off.

Loose Tension will cause the garments to stretch, drop and 
rub. 



Tight Tension will make the garments too small, with a 
hard fabric that will matt during washing. 

With Correct Tension, your garments will look like our 
photo. 

Using 3.25 (No 1 0) Needles, cast on 46 sts. 

Work 64 rows stocking st. Cast off loosely. 

Lay your square on a flat surface, place a metric rule across 
the centre of the square and mark 1 0 cm with pins as shown 
in photo. Count the number of sts between the pins. 

You should have 3 1 sts. 

Less sts means loose tension — try needles a size smaller. 
More sts means tight tension — try needles a size larger. 
When you have achieved the correct tension, use the 
same needles to knit your garments (you may unravel your 
tension square and use the yarn in your garments). 
Remember, if you need to change the needle size to achieve 
the correct tension, you must also change the size of needles

41 St row — K 1 , K2 ti)g, K4, * K2 tog, y fwd, si 1 , K I , psso, 
K2, y fwd, K 1 , y fwd, K2, K2 tog, y fwd, si 1 , K I , psso, K5, 
rep from * ending last rep with "K4, si I, Kl, psso, Kl" 
instead of K5. 

42nd row — As 1 8th row. 

43rd row — K 1 , K2 tog, K4, * y fwd, si I , K2 tog, psso, 
y fwd, K3, y fwd, K3 tog, y fwd, K9, rep from * ending last 
rep with "K4, si 1 , K I , psso, K I " instead of K9. 

44th row — As 20th row. 



45th row — K 1 , K2 tog, K3, * K2 tog, y fwd, K5, y fwd, si I , 
KI, psso, K9, rep from * ending last rep with "K3, si I, Kl, 
psso, Kl " instead of K9. 

46th row — As 22nd row. 

This completes border patt. 

47th row — K 1 , K2 tog, knit to last 3 sts, si 1 , K 1 , psso, K 1 . 
48th row — As 24th row. 

Last 2 rows form patt for rem of shawl. From this point all 
right-side rows are worked as 47th row, and wrong-side 
rows are worked as rows 2 to 24 incl. 

Cont in patt, dec in this manner until 5 sts rem. 

Mext row — Kl, slip next 2 sts as if to K2 tog, K I , psso, K 1 . 
Mext row — K3 tog. Fasten off. 

MAKE UP. DO IMOT PRESS FEATHERSOFT. With a 
slightly damp cloth and warm iron, press Baby Wool lightly. 
Using a loose flat seam, join seams. Press Baby Wool seams. 



Flat Seam. 

This method is sometimes used for knitted 
garments but more often for crochet garments. 
Aflat seam may be worked from either the right 
or the wrong side of the work. Place the 2 
pieces of fabric evenly together and sew stitch 
by stitch, always bringing the needle up from 
underneath to top through the centre of the 
stitch, then in same manner through corre- 
sponding stitch on second piece of fabric. 

Note-Diagram shows knitted fabric, but method 
is the same for knitting or crochet. Always 
keep work elastic-there should be as much 
stretch in your seam as there is in the rest of 
your garment. 




Back-Stitch Seam - This is the method 
most commonly used for joining knitted 
garments. The seam should be sewn one 
full stitch in from the end of each row so that 
all seams will be even. One stitch should be 
worked over every row. Darn in all ends of 
yarn after sewing seams. 




KNITTING AND CROCHET ABBREVIATIONS 

K = knit; P = purl; si = slip; psso = pass slipped stitch(es) over; tbi = through back of loop(s); y bk = yarn back — 
take yarn under needle from purling position into knitting position; y ft = yarn front — bring yarn under needle from 
knitting position into purling position; y fwd = yarn forward — bring yarn under needle, then over into knitting 
position again, thus making a stitch; yon = yarn over needle — take yarn over top of needle into knitting position, 
thus n^aking ^stitch; yrn = yarn round needle — take yarn right around needle into purling position, thus making a 
stitch; “M1” — make 1 — pick up loop which lies before next stitch, place on left-hand needle and knit (or purl) into 
back of loop; garter st = every row knit; stocking st = 1 row knit, 1 row purl; purl fabric = 1 row purl 1 row knit (purl 
side is right side). 

When instructions read — “Cast off 2 sts, K2“ (or similar stitches), the stitch left on the right-hand needle, after 
casting off, is counted as one stitch.

yarn round hook, draw a loop through next stitch, draw a loop through all 3 loops on hook; tr = treble — pass yarn 
round hook, draw a loop through next stitch, draw a loop through first 2 loops on hook, then draw another loop 
through 2 remaining loops;d tr = double treble — pass yarn twice round hook, draw a loop through next stitch, 
dra\^a loop through first 2 loops on hook, draw a loop through next 2 loops, then another through last 2 loops; 
t tr = triple treble — pass yarn three times round hook, draw a loop through next stitch, draw a loop through first 2 
loops on hook, draw a loop through next 2 loops, another through next 2 loops, then another through last 2 loops, 
alt = alternate; J)eg = begin or beginning; cont = continue; dec = decrease, decreased, decreases or 
decreasing; ^ll — following or follows; Inc = increase, increased, increases or increasing; incl = including or 
incli^ive; 0 = no rows, stitches or times; patt = pattern; rem = remain, remains, remainder or remaining;
